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CHAPTER  II:  OBJECTIVES 

Section  201;  Basic  Objectives 

The  basic  objectives  of  the  CBD  ~  South  Station  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  are: 

1.  To  aid  in  reversing  the  economic  decline  of  the 
older  commercial  sector  of  the  City; 

2.  To  eliminate  blighted  conditions; 

3.  To  discourage  traffic  movement  within  the  central  core; 

4.  To  facilitate  the  efficient  use  of  land  within  the 
area  for  commercial  and  public  purposes. 

Section  202:  Planning  Objectives 

Planning  objectives  of  the  project  include  the  following: 

1.  To  provide  increased  accessibility  to  and  within 
the  downtown  area  for  pedestrians,  including  the 
introduction  of  new  pedestrian  distribution  systems; 

2.  To  eliminate,  to  the  maximum  extent  feasible,  conflict 
between, traffic  and  pedestrian  movement. 

3.  To  remove  deteriorated,  substandard  and  dilapidated 
buildings  and  structures  which  blight  the  area  and 
inhibit  new  investment; 

4.  To  encourage  increased  acceptance  of  public  trans- 
portation within  the  area  by  construction  of  new 
station  and  terminal  facilities. 

5.  To  adjust  obsolete  block  and  parcel  patterns  which 
hinder  new  development  by  private  enterprise. 

Section  203:  General  Design  Objectives 

The  design  objectives  for  reuse  in  the  Project  Area  are  as 
follows: 

1.  The  encouragement  of  buildings  of  a  multistory 
and  multiuse  nature,  built  close  to  the  street 
lines  so  as  to  maintain  the  urban  environment. 
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2.  The  provision  of  easy  and  pleasant  pedestrian 
connections  between  the  major  arrival  point 
(South  Station)  and  the  adjacent  office  and 
retail  areas; 

3.  The  regulation  of  access  to  off-street  parking 
and  loading  areas  to  reduce  conflict  between 
pedestrians  and  vehicles  and  at  the  same  time 
to  allow  more  efficient  functioning  of  the 
street  system. 

4.  Diversity  in  construction  and  in  land  use,  provided 
that  respect  for  neighboring  properties  and  the 
urban  environment  is  maintained. 

5.  The  encouragement  of  intensive  new  development, 
including  a  large  quantity  of  parking  within 
the  South  Station  property  so  as  to  provide  a 
stimulus  for  economic  growth  in  the  district 
as  a  whole  and  to  meet  the  heavy  demand  for 
parking  service; 

6.  Rehabilitation  and  modernization  of  existing  loft 
and  other  structures  in  the  adjacent  areas. 

Section  204;  Specific  Building  Design  Objectives 

The  easterly  terminus  of  the  Summer  Street  pedestrian  way 
will  be  the  South  Station  transportation  concourse  which 
will  .provide  pedestrians  with  access  to  the  parking  garage, 
trains,  buses,  and  the  MBTA.   New  development  should 
architecturally  express  this  function  in  those  elements 
visible  from  Summer  and  Federal  Streets.   The  pedestrian 
traffic  over  Dewey  Square  and  along  Summer  Street  should 
be  generously  accommodated  and  protected  from  the  weather. 

The  pedestrian  path  through  the  complex  should  be  simple, 
yet  interesting,  with  varied  commercial  activity.   It 
should  feature  interior  pedestrian  circulation  space  to 
accommodate  the  many  persons  brought  there  by  transporta- 
tion and  other  uses  within  the  complex  which  should  become 
a  landmark  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
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Each  development  here  should  provide  good  pedestrian 
connections  to  other  buildings  within  the  complex  and 
to  the  Summer  Street  pedestrian  way. 

Because  of  the  great  size  of  this  development  site,  the 
problem  of  maintaining  pedestrian  scale  within  and  visual 
scale  when  viewed  from  without  becomes  very  important. 
The  building  complex  must  not  be  a  world  alien   to  the 
city  pround  it,  but  must  relate  to  the  buildings  and 
scale  of  the  CBD.

Section  602 :   Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements 

A,  General 

1.  The  use  and  development  of  land  and  improve- 
ments shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Chapter. 

2.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  may 
subdivide  disposition  parcels  as  appropriate. 
In  the  event  of  subdivision,  the  permitted 
uses  will  be  applicable  to  sub-parcels  and 
parking  requirements  will  be  divided  as 
appropriate. 

3.  The  provisions  of  this  Chapter  shall  apply 
to  all  disposition  parcels  unless  specifi- 
cally excepted. 

4.  Use  controls  as  set  forth  in  this  Chapter 
shall  be  interpreted  to  permit  supporting 
and  ancillary  uses  v/hich  are  reasonably 
associated  with  the  primary  use. 

B .  Definitions 

1.   Height.   The  vertical  distance  of  the  high- 
est point  of  the  roof,  excluding  penthouses 
and  roof  structures,  above  the  mean  grade 
of  the  sidewalk  at  the  line  of  the  street 
or  streets  on  which  the  building  abuts,  or, 
in  the  case  of  a  building  not  abutting  on  a 
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street,  above  a  given  grade  adjoining  the 
building  line,  as  more  fully  defined  in  the 
Zoning  Code  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  in  effect 
on  the  date  the  Plan  is  approved  by  the  Boston 
City  Council. 

2.  Floor  Area  Ratio  (F.A.R.)   The  ratio  of  gross 
floor  area  of  a  structure  or  group  of  structures 
to  total  parcel  area,  as  more  fully  defined  in  the 
Zoning  Code  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

3.  Arcade.  A  substantial  area  of  a  building  which  is  open 
to  public  access  for  right-of-way  purposes.

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CHAPTER  VII;   REDEVELOPER ' S  OBLIGATIONS 

Section  701:   Applicability 

The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  apply  to  each 
parcel  acquired  upon  its  disposition  and  shall  be 
implemented  by  appropriate  covenants  and  provisions 
in  disposition  documents. 

Section  702;   Compliance  with  Plan 

Redevelopment  of  the  land  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be 
made  subject  to  the  regulations  and  controls  set  forth 
in  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan.   The  purpose  of  such  regu- 
lations and  controls  is  to  assure  that  the  redevelopment 
of  land  within  the  Project  Area  will  conform  to  the 
planning  and  design  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan.   It  is  therefore  the  obligation  of  all  redevelopers 
not  only  to  comply  with  these  regulations  and  controls 
but  also  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  overall 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  to  prepare  redevelopment  proposals 
which  conform  to  the  Plan. 

Section  703;   Design  Review 

All  redevelopment  and  rehabilitation  proposals  will 

be  subject  to  design  review,  comment  and  approval  by 

the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  prior  to  land 

disposition  and/or  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction. 

In  addition  to  assuring  compliance  with  the  specific  controls 
set  forth  in  this  Plan  and  as  more  specifically  set  forth  in 
disposition  docupaents,  the  Authority  will  establish  design 
review  procedures  and  evaluate  the  quality  and  appropriate- 
ness of  redevelopment  proposals  with  reference  to  the  design 
objectives  and  requirements  set  forth  in  this  Plan  and  in  the 
disposition  documents. 

Section  704;   General  Obligations 

The  Authority  shall  obligate  redevelopers  and  purchasers 
of  land  in  the  Project  Area,  and  their  successors  and 
assigns,  by  covenants  and  conditions  running  with  the  land 
or  other  appropriate  means  providing  for  reasonable  action 
in  the  event  of  default  or  noncompliance  by  such  redevelopers 
and  purchasers  ;- 
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1.  To  devote,  develop  or  otherwise  use  such  land 
only  for  the  purpose  and  in  the  manner  stated 
in  the  Plan; 

2.  To  comply  with  such  terms  and  conditions  relating 
to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  such  land  and 
improvements  thereon  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Authority  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose 
and  objectives  of  the  Plan  and  of  the  relevant 
provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws ;

respecting  the  availability  of  suitable  relocation  space,    and  assists  such 
organizations  in  every  reasonable  way  to  effect  a  successful  relocation. 

B.  The  Authority's  policy  is  to  make  payments  for  such  items  as  moving 
expenses  and  loss  of. property  to  the  full  extent  permitted  under  ap- 
plicable regulations  to  eligible  organizations. 

C.  Relocation  of  the  organizations  will  be  carried  out  gradually,    over  a 
period  of  not  less  than  two  years.

WHEREAS   under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  the  federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment (hereinafter  called  "HUD")  is  authorized  to  provide  financial 
assistance  to  local  public  agencies  for  undertaking  and  carrying  out 
urban  renewal  projects;

the  resolution  passed  in  City  Council  on  February  24,    1969,    and  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  on  February  26,    1969,    respecting  the  South  Station 
Urban  Renewal  Project,    is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  resolve  No.    (15) 
and  substituting  therefor  a  new  resolve  (15)  as  follows: 

(15)      That  none  of  the  aforesaid  resolves  Nos.    1-14,    inclusive, 
shall  take  effect  until  there  has  been  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  an 
instrument  under  seal  wherein  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
agrees  with  the  City  that  after  the  first  issue  of  bonds  by  the  Port 
Authority  to  finance  the  Port  Authority's  development  in  the 
Project  Area,    the  Port  Authority  shall  comply  with  the  following, 
provided,    however,    that  the  Port  Authority  shall  perform  (d)  herein- 
below  within  the  time  therein  set  forth. 

(a)  That  upon  the  written  request  of  the  Building  uommis- 
sioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,    the  Port  Authority  will  furnish  to 
the  Commissioner  a  certificate  or  certificates  from  the  Port 
Authority's  architects  and/or  engineers,    who  shall  be  registered 
to  practice  in  Massachusetts,    that  the  Port  Authority's  plans  for 
the  Project  Area  conform  to  generally  accepted  or  proven  con- 
struction methods. 

(b)  That  the  Port  Authority  will  pay  a  purchase  price  of 
$60,  000  plus  the  fair  value  (not  to  exceed  $3,  430,  000)  of  the  land 
for  uses  in  accordance  with  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Plan, 
said  fair  value  to  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority's  customary  procedures  under  federal 

law  and  regulations. 

(c)  That  any  agreenhent  made  pursuant  to  St.    1967,    c.    719, 
will  provide,    among  other  things: 

(i)         That:  - 

After  the  expiration  of  forty  years  from  the  date  of

parties  are  unable  to  agree  on  a  revision  of  such  terms, 
the  matter  shall  be  referred  for  decision  to  a  board  of 
three  arbitrators,    one  chosen  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Assessing  of  the  City,    one  by  the  Port  Authority  and  the 
third  by  the  two  so  chosen  and  a  decision  of  the  majority 
of  the  arbitrators   shall  be  final  and  binding  on  all  parties. 
The  costs  of  arbitration  shall  be  shared  equally  by  the 
City  and  the  Port  Authority. 

(ii)        That  it  is  understood  that  the  Port  Authority  does 
not  necessarily  plan  to  operate  all  elements  of  the  De- 
velopment itself  but  may  instead  enter  into  agreements 
with  others  for  the  operation  thereof.     In  such  event  the 
"effective  annual  gross  income"  in  respect  of  the  elements 
so  operated  shall  mean  the  actual  receipts  during  the 
calendar  year  in  question  of  the  respective  operators  on 
account  of  the  use  of  the  element  in  question.     If  an  in- 
dependent operator  is  not  availed  of  for  any  given  element, 
the  actual  receipts  of  the  Port  Authority  on  account  of  the 
use  of  that  element  during  the  calendar  year  in  question 
shall  constitute  its  "effective  annual  gross  income"  in 
respect  of  that  element,    in  each  case  without  any  deduc- 
tions whatsoever  and  before  costs  and  expenses  (such 
costs  and  expenses  including  but  not  limited  to  main- 
tenance costs,    salaries,    wages,    and  any  and  all  other 
operating  costs).     It  is  also  understood  that  the  Port 
Authority  may  occupy  space  in  the  Office  Building.     In 
such  event  the  effective  annual  gross  income  of  the 
Office  Building  shall  include  an  allowance  for  the  fair 
market  rental  value,    from  time  to  time,    of  any  and 
all  space  occupied  by  the  Port  Authority  in  said  De- 
velopment (other  than  for  construction,    alteration, 
maintenance,    repair,    operation  or  management  of  the 
Development).      For  the  purpose  of  the  preceding  sentence, 
area  shall  be  computed  in  the  same  manner  that  it  is 
connputed  for  other  tenants  using  the  same  facility. 

(iii)      That  the  Port  Authority  will  annually  cause  to  be 
provided  to  the  Commissioner  of  Assessing  of  the  City 
of  Boston  a  statement,    certified  by  the  Port  Authority's 
independent  certified  public  accountants,    of  all  income 
received  by  the  Port  Authority  on  account  of  the  project, 
element  by  element,    during  the  calendar  year  preceding  the 
date  of  the  statement,    such  statement  to  include  such  fur- 
ther information  as  sound  accounting  practice  would  require 
in  the  circumstances  in  order  to  verify  that  payments  made 
under  such  agreeinent  are  correct. 


(d)  That  the  Port  Authority  will,    before  the  expiration  of  two 
months  after  the  adjournment  of  the  current  session  of  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,    request  a  ruling  from  the  federal  Internal 
Revenue  Service  respecting  the  tax-exempt  status  of  Port  Authority 
bonds  for  the  financing  of  the  Port  Authority's  construction  in  the 
Project  Area. 

(e)  That  not  later  than  the  earliest  to  occur  of  the  following 
events: 

(i)  The  design  and  financing  of  a  stadium  for  the  South 

Station  vicinity  are  completed,  and  the  time  has  arrived  when 
design  and  commencement  of  construction  of  the  second  stage 
garage  is  necessary  in  order  to  complete  its  construction  not 
later  than  the  time  the  stadium  is  completed. 

(ii)        Thirty  days  after  an  independent  analysis   requested 
by  the  Redevelopment  Authority  and  made  by  an  appropriate 
consultant  has  demonstrated  a  need  for,    andthe  economic 
feasibility  of,    the  additional  parking  spaces  to  be  provided 
by  the  second  stage  garage,    and  such  analysis  has  been  fur- 
nished the  Port  Authority.

(f)  If  adequate  provision  for  ramps  has  not  been  made 
as  aforesaid  within  thirty  days  after  the  notice  that  the  Port 
Authority  has  commenced  the  design  of  the  second  stage  garage, 
the  Port  Authority  shall  nevertheless  forthwith  design  and 
construct  such  second  stage  garage,    and  shall  also  design  and 
construct  such  ramps  in  accordance  with  plans  approved  by

10.  The  City  will  take  appropriate  steps  to  assure  that  no  member  of 
its  governing  body  nor  any  other  City  official  who  exercises  any  functions 
or  responsibilities  in  the  review  or   approval  of  the  Project  shall,  prior 
to  or  for  a  period  of  two  years  after  the  corapletion  of  the  Project,  volun- 
tarily acquire  any  personal  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any  property 
included  in  the  Project  Area,  or  in  any  contract  or  proposed  contract  con- 
nected with  the  carrying  out  of  the  Project.
